recently demonstrated the truth of the 
fact that the Lincoln Way has the en- 
dorsement of the people by introduc- 
ing a bill amending the act appropri 
ating $2,000,000 fora Lincoln" monu- 
ment so that the money could be used 
to construct the Lincoln Way and his 
movement at once received approval 
by press and people. 


Last week Congressman Borland re- 


quested President Taft to prevent any 
action on the monument or arch propo- 
sition until Congress could express its 
will in the matter and was told that 
the monument commission would not 
make a final decision until after Con- 
gress met in December aud an eflort 
will be made to have Congress recog- 
nize the popular demand for the Way. 


Thousands of Washington people 


while admitting that a monument or 
arch will help to make Washington 
more beautiful, are in favor of the 
Lincoln vVay. The Washington Post 
last week voiced this sentiment m the 
following article. 


Representative Borland's 
bill re- 


cently introduced m 
Congress, is 


meeting with the approval of thou- 
sands of Washingtonlans. While it is 


be~constructed with a view of benefit- 
ing Washington, yet the opinion of 
Washiugtouians may E;O a long way 
in helping the congressmen to decide 
as to what the nature of the memorial 
shall be. 


"Anything is preferable to a pile of 


bricks and mortar," said William F. 
Gude, former president of the Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce. 
"A 


memorial bridge to Arlington or a na- 
tional highway connecting Washing- 
ton with the North would be a practi- 
cal way of remembering Abraham 
Lincoln. To spend $2,000,000 in an 
arch, as is contemplated, would be to 
uselessly waste the money of the 
American people. 


"Abraham Lincoln, whose teachings 


and spirit we hope to keep in exis- 
tence, never would agree to investing 
such a large quantity of money in an 
arch if he were alive. The practical 
Lincoln, whose memory we hope to 
perpetuate, would say, "Spend the 
money where it will do the most 
good." Tne arch, as proposed by sev- 
eral commissions, may look nice for a 
while, but it is impracticable. This is 
the day of good roads. The future de- 
velopment of the country depends up- 
on teaching the citizens to construct 
decent highways. 


"As proposed In Representative Bor- 


land's bill, a highway can be con- 
structed from Gettysburg to Washing- 
ton with the $2,000,000. If Lincoln 
were alive, he would indorse such an 
expenditure. It not only would serve 
as a fitting memorial to his practica- 
bility, but also would be of some ser- 
vice to the nation." 


Robert IT. Harper, well known in 


Washington 
financial circles, also 


takes this view. "What we need is 
good roads," he said. "The proposed 
highway from Gettysburg to Wash- 
ington would be a fitting memorial to 
Lincoln. While I admit that the mem- 
orial already planned would do much 
toward making Washington the most 
beautiful city in the world, yet we 
must remember that other things 
must come before appearances. 


"Let the large sum of money go for 


a highway. It will be a second Appiau 
way, and will make the name ot Lin- 
coln undying." 


Thomas Grant, secretary of the 


Chamber of Commerce, said : "While 
I have the civic side of Washington at 
heart as much as any other man, I 
can't help but think that the money 
could be expended in a much better 
way than by erecting a big building, 
which will be of no use except as a 
work for admiration. 


"The highway proposed by Repre- 


sentative Borland Is one that is need- 
ed'. No more perfect way of showing 
appreciation for tne work of Lincoln 
could be devised than b? constructing 
a practical highway. The roaCe would 
be known M "The Lincoln Highway,

Darkness 
came gradually on. the walls behind 
ns were quickly built, thousands of 
sleepless men were lying prostrate on 
the ground behind them, tired, hungry 
and now overcome with sleep. 


In the small vauey between us and 


uie Devil s Den and even beyond that 
point to the wheatfield the mournful 
cry of men far from home, suffering 
the agonies of death could be distinct- 
ly heard. Here and there we could

Hood's fighting Texans. 
These were 


not the only cries Jim and I and other 
sentries heard that never-to-be forgot- 
ten night. The boys in blue, wound- 
ed,'bleeding, dying, were intermingled 
with the sons of the South. Searching 
parties from the hostile forces were 
engaged all night in taking off the 
•wounded, (one not interfering with 
the other). Scarcely a shot was fired 
by either party during those solemn 
hours. 


Now again to Jim and I. We sat in 


cur little fort, placed our guns in good 
position for active work, and peered 
down the slope in front of us and to 
the right and left of us. We were the 
gate-keepers at that point. Just where 
the other watch was at that point we 
did not know. Time moved on. This 
along with the continuous peering 
into darkness beyond enforced silence 
on our part and thus tended to drowsi- 
ness. We meant to keep wide awake 
as there was a strong probability for 
a night attack. For Lee had sagacity 
enough to know that Little Round Top 
/was the key to that whole position and 
that at sundown he had neither lock 
nor key. Jim and I were fast falling 
asleep, for hard upon those granite 
rocks would come our beardless faces, 
keep awake we seemingly couldn't. So 
we talked it over in whispers and this 
is the way we reasoned it out: This 
post needs wideawake soldiers, not 
dead men. Jim had some onions and 
I, by ciiance, hau some pepper. The 
onion juice was applied to our eyes 
.without the desired effect. This was 
followed by the hot pepper which was 
also a failure. T-en we tried pulling 
apart the eyelids, beating and pinch- 
ing our bodies, etc., but with no awak- 
ening effect. 
We were almost gone 


when we thought of Jim's tobacco.

It was approaching, however, the

bring less quantities of the venom, 
which accounts for the fact that some 
bites seem so much less harmful than 
others, the snake may have ejected 
venom soon before. 


The rattler or copperhead does not 


strike from a full coil but when curl- 
ed up like an 3, lying down, and from 
his tail he can project himsel as much 
or more than his full length, which is 
frequently 4 feet for full grown fel- 
lows. 


The snake experts of the mountains 


do not believe that each rattle means 
a year of age and the button three 
more. Most of them say that snakes 
will acquire two or three rattles a 
year when of mature size and they 
very often lose rattles and the button 
too, when fighting or by accident. The 
button is nothing but the end which 
is in every rattle and which acts like 
the ball in a ball and socket joint. 


Holes seen in the ground m the 


mountains are not snake holes a? most 
people tnink. Snakes live in piles of 
rocks, under big rocks, in holes or 
caves in rocks or in piles of bnsh 
In snake dens are very often found at 
one time the copperhead (which every- 
body hates as a mean sneaking rep- 
tile), the rattler and the blacksnake. 
The latter can climb trees like a flash 
and will fight a man about as quick 
as the poisonous kind. All snakes 
can swim and all do very much. The 
rattler has been seen climbing trees 
and some say the copperhead will too. 
All climb up onto bushes after young 
birds.

carniverous, eat 


birds, chickens, smaller snakes, toads, 
frogs and each other at times. 


$1900 from a Single Acre. 


The principal fruit growing sections 


of Colorado are located in the fertile 
valleys of the western slope of the 
Rockies. From the Grand Valley last 
year, 1909, there were shipped thirty- 
three thousand car loads of fruit, more 
than the combined output of Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho. 


This immense output was harvested 


from a strip of valley land not more 
than twenty-five miles in length and 
only about eight or ten miles wide. 
This valley is favored by a climate 
most delightful. 
Many winters the 


temperatures do uot descend to the 
zero point. A number of natives of 
Adams county live in this valley. 


The length of the growing season is 


longer than any other fruit growing 
section in the west, exclusive of Ari- 
zona and California, and there is an 
average of one hundred and ninety-six 
days between frosts. 


All the varieties of California and 


European grapes flourish in this val- 
ley and yield not uncommonly from 
.$i\.u to $200 per acre. The yield per 
acre of apples amounts to $1.000. The

'•Chimo ! Chimo!" which is the usual 
form of greeting when meeting these 
people.

meut by exclaiming "Holy smoke !'' 
to which the uative who had spoken 
replied very fervently, "Yes. we will 
smoke." lhe mystery was soon clear- 
ed up.

Pennsylvania Ont of Debt. 


The great State of Pennsylvania is 


in the condition of the man who 
knows how it feels to be out of debt, 
or if not out of debt, how it feels to 
have all the money needed to pay his 
debts if they were presented all in a 
heap. 
The only State bonds outstanding 


are $1.129,850 of 3 1-2, per cent, due in 
1912, and $532,250 of 3 1-2 per cent, 
due in 1912, both on February 1. The 
total outstanding liabilities of the 
State, which include financial obliga- 
tions of a special character not likely 
to be canceled, or asked to be canceled, 
are 12,313,217, but to pay this debt 
there is in the sinking fund $2,329,- 
80G. or about $80,000 more than is 
needed. Next February, when the out- 
standing bonds of 1912 are due, they 
will be paid off as rapidly as possible, 
but there will be a big surplus in the 
sinking fund after the bonds are paid,

AND RECEIVES REBATES 


A Report Made to the Government 


Two Years Ago Just Seeing the 


Light of Day. 


Burdette Towii^eud iu llH/b made a 


special report to Attorney (ieueral 
Bonaparte oa the formation of the 
iutematioual Harvester 
Coiupauy.

Mr. Towusend ;u ha, report particu-

agree in a legitimate transaction.'' 


"It is uot uuufeual," he said, "iu il- 


legal transactions, such as, creating a 
trust, which can evade the laws. 
Doubtless if proceedings were institu- 
ted against the international Harves- 
ter Company, the manner of its de- 
feuse will demonstrate that the fee 
was earned." 


Iu explaiuiug the purchase by the 


iutematioual of D. M. Osborue Coiif- 
pauy, iu 1903. for $7,000,000, the Ault- 
laau-Miller Compauy for $700,000 iu 
the same year the Minneapolis Har- 
vester Cornpauy for$700,000, investiga- 
tor i'ownseud reported: 


"The manner of these purchasers 


aud the use made of the property 
show the purpose of tue International 
Harvester Company. Each 
of the 


purchases was made secretly, in the 
name of some of its directors or stock- 
hulders, who held the stock iu trust 
for it. The Osborue and Keystone 
companies were both operated for 
some time osteusibly as independent, 
competing plants ; the international 
Harvester Company 
concealed its 


ownership. Why? Was it not be- 
cause it was couscious that its dis- 
closure would give added testimony of 
their trust character aud trust meth- 
ods ? 


"Again, the Aultmau-Miller Com- 


pany aud the Minneapolis Company 
were both abandoned 
immediately 


after purchase aud the plants disman- 
tled. The purchase of these plauts 
could have been for tio other purpose 
than to destroy compeiitiou. One mil- 
lion four hunured thousand dollars 
was expended to acquire plants which 
it did not intend to use, but simply to 
destroy. 


"Bear iu miud that iu all of these 


instances all patent rights were ac- 
quired are still retained by tae luter- 
uatio lal Harvester Company." 


The Towuseud report added that the 


McL'ormick Harvester Company was 
"related by marriage to the great 
American family of trusts,"the Stand- 
ard Oil Compauy. It also referred to 
J. Pierpout Morgan as "the trust 
architect, a good buiider, who receives 
fabulous fee-, for his work." 


Iu describing the orgauizaiion of the 


group of larger companies iu the har- 
vester combines, the 
McCormicks, 


Ueenug, Piano, Warder, Bushnell, 
Glessner aud the Milwaukee harvest- 
er companies, Mr. i'owuseud reported 
to Mr. Bonaparte : 


"it appears that the re was an un- 


usual concentration of tbe capital 
stock of these five companies. It was 
ail owned aud controlled by four fam- 
ilies, tbe McCormicks, the Deerings, 
tbe Joneses aud tbe Glessners. Tbe 
pooling of their holdings waa all tbat 
was necessary to create a trust. All 
these people lived in Chicago. 


"Another fact is interesting: Harold 


McCorauck, one of the heavy stock- 
holders of tDe McCormick company, 
is a sou-in-law of John D. Kockefeller. 
Tbe McCormick company was there- 
fore already distantly related bv mar 
riage to tbe great American family of j 
trusts. J. Pierpout Morgan is the trust 
architect usually employed by the 
Rockefellers. 
He is a good builder 


ana 
receives 
fabulous fees for his 


work. George W. Perkins 19 bis as 
sociate. 


"Therefore, if a harvester trust waa 


formed, we should anticipate some of 
tbe circumstances of its organizatiou, 
viz : It would be designed aud execut- 
ed by J. Pierpout Morgau & Co.. prob- 
ably through George W. Perkius. 


"Tbe amount of the fee charged for 


such services would iudicate the char- 
acter of the work; 


"It would be organized iu such a 


way that the Rockefeller influences 
could ultimately secure control."

that the consolidation be 


consummated, leaving the values of 
the plants to be afterward fixed by 
disinterested appraisers, and that all 
of tne property to be turned In to the 
consolidated company be immediately 
transferred to a trustee, pending the 
appraisements. After 
some 
further 


negotiations 
this 
suggestion 
was 


adopted, the appraisers agreed upon, 
and all of the other details adjusted. 


"The general plan was that the five 


companies be merged in a new corpo- 
ration to be created for that purpose, 
the stockholders of the merging com- 
panies to be compensated by capita' 
stock of the new corporation to the 
amount of their respective interests 
as determined by tbe appraisements." 


A feature of the Townsend report 


which the steel inquiries lay stress 
upon is the following:

25 New Postal Bank Daily. 


Tbe Ututed States Postal Savings 


Bank system has been m operation for 
little more than six mouths, aud Post- 
master QJeueral Hitchcock is so grati- 
fied with its success that hereafter he 
will designate -o new banks daily. 
The department intends eventually to 
install a batik in each of the 50,000 
money-order stations iu the country. 
Eleven hundred postal banks already 
have been designated, and 400 of this 
number are iu operation. This ineaus 
that Gettysburg will have a Postal 
Bank iu the uear future. 


Department officials estimate that 


Uncle Sain will bank at least §2.000,- 
000,000 wheu the system is complete. 
This estimate is based on the success 
which the system has met up to date, 
aud the belief that it will continue to 
grow in popularity as people become 
better acquainted with its merits. De- 
posits of approximately §1,000,000 are 
m the 400 banks now doiug business, 
all of which are in small towns. Wheu 
this number is raised to 50,000, distrib- 
uted through large communities, 
as 


well as in small towns, it is believed 
that the estimate of $2,000,000,000 will 
be proven conservative. 


Every particle of the opposition 


which was raised just prior to the in- 
auguration of the system has disap- 
peared. 
Bankers who complained 


that the Government waa encroaching 
on their rights are now welcoming the 
institutions with open arms. Several 
cases are on record where banks have 
requested the department to designate 
postal savings banks in their vicini- 
ties. These bankers now realize tbat 
much of the money deposited iu the 
Government institutions would never 
have been entrusted to them, anyway, 
and their imaginary losses have been 
transformed into big gains. 


H. H. Thompson, an expert account- 


ant, who has charge of the routine 
management of the system, expects 
that within a short time the postal 
banks will be moueyinakers for tbe 
Government. This is borue out by 
the experience of 31 other countries 
which 
maintain savings 
systems. 


England was the pioneer. Her sys- 
tem was inaugurated in ]SG9, and she 
has derived $4,000,000 iu profits during 
the 42 years it has beeu in existence. 
Jt has deposits aggregating $820,000,- 
000. 


The cumbersomerjeas of the English 


system has beeu the cause of the 
small profit. Jn the place of the in- 
tricate English system, the United 
States has established a system which 
is the model of simplicity. Because 
of this the profits from the United 
States banks are expected to he much 
larger than those of the Euglish sys- 
tem. 


One of the uuforseeu effects, which 


has resulted from the system, has been 
the increase in the market value of a 
number of municipal bonds which 
heretofore had 
little or no market 


value outside of a restricted neighbor- 
hood. 


When a bank wishes to qualify a» a 


depository for postal savings fund it 
aends to the Treasury Department a 
sufficient amount of collateral in Uuit- 
ted States, State or municipal bouds 
to cover the amount of the deposits. 
The Government accepts its owu 
bouda at par, State bonds at 90 per 
cent., <ind municipal bonds at 75 per 
cent, of their market value, providing 
it is not above par. 


Before the Government accepts a 


bond ae security for money, a careful 
examination ia made to see that the 
bond baa a value from a taxing stand- 
point, If there ia any reason to be- 
lieve that tbe municipality which aold 
the bond ia not able to meet tbe inter* | 
eat and the principal when it fall due,' 
tbe bond will not be accepted. 


Tbe result is tbat the acceptance of 


a bond on tbe part of the Government 
tends to strengthen it in foreign mar- 
kets where ita value waa not known 
before. Tbe consequence ia tbat many 
previously unknown bonds are now 
finding marketer in New York and tne 
other treat money centres.

each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have exclusive 
jtirisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
•judges in commission in said courts.
